WASHINGTON, April 12.—In the 
face -of vigoréus protests from | the 
Japanese government and “tffe’ objec- 
tions of Secretary of State:,Hughes, 
the House of Representatives late 
today passed the new immigration re- 
striction bill, abrogating the “gen> 
tlenén’s“ agreement’ ‘bet freen ‘Japah 
and the tinited States and barring 
all Japanese from this country. 

The bill provides. for the reduction 
of the number of aliens entering 
the United States annually from 340,- 
000 te 160,000. e 

The cut is accomplished by chang- 
ing the method of computation from 
3 per cent of the 1910 alien popula- 
tion, as at present, to 2 per cent 
of the 1890 census. ; 

The vote.was $22 to 71. 

Delay was promised in the Senate 
becquse of the nitention of several 
Senators to assail the Hughes-Hani- 
hara diplomatic correspondence, al- 
though the bill is expected to pass 
that body. ig 

Senator Shortridge’s statement on 
the floor of the Senate immediately 
following the reading of the letter 
from Secretary Hughes, follows: 

: “I do not rise to reply to this ex- 
traordimfary communication from the 
ambassador of Japan. It is a spe- 
cious, verbose communication. I hold
